Seek Underlying Cause 
In Asthmatic Cases 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Our son, 5, has asthma 


and is taking cortisone. Can 
he take this drug regularly 
without any bad side effects? 
Is there any other treatment 
for this disease? 


A — Although c o r t i s o n e 


helps most asthmatics, it is 
only a stopgap. Prolonged 
use may cause peptic ulcer, 
moonface and bleeding into 
the skin. Antihistamines also 
give temporary relief but 
the cause should be found so 
that your son can avoid it or 
take desensitizing injections. 


Q—If a child has an al- 


lergy to a pet, is there any 
way to keep the pet without 
harming the cnild? 


A — Dcscijsltlzatlon to the 


offending animal dandruff 
helps some but not all asth- 
matics. It may build up 
enough immunity to permit 
the child to be in a room 
where the pet. has been but 
r a r e l y enough to permit 
close contact with the pet. 


Q_My child is allergic to 


dogs but I have heard thai 
such a child can have a 
poodle without getting an 
asthmatic a t t a c k . Is this 
true? 


A—All animals shed dan- 


druff, which is the offending 
allergen. For a definite an- 
swer to one individual's al- 
lergy, however, a brief trial 
exposure to a p-jodle. could 
be arranged but be sure to 
nave s o m e antihistamine

Idaho House, seems to overlook 
the fact that, In every newspa- 
per, there always is some indi- 
vidual , by whatever title known, 
who is prepared to accept the 
responsibility for an editorial 
declaration. But perhaps of more 
Interest to the general public 
would be the answers to two 
questions which come to mind 
out of the Haho situation: 


1. Are the legislators

on all issues by insisting that 
every vote be by roll-can bal- 
lot? 


2. Will the Maho legislators 


now require politicians to dis- 
close the names of their speech- 
writers on every occasion and 
likewise require judges to re- 
veal the law clerks or attorneys 
who prepare their decisions?

discussion in the Idaho House 
if these considerations come to 
be part of the debate.— Colum-

Included in the murder charge; 
it merely characterizes the mur- 
der as to degree." 


Turner's appeal 
contended 


that the doctrine of res judicata 
precluded the trial on the rob- 
bery indictment since the doc- 
trine bars a second trial on the 
same subject matter as that 
which was determined or which 
could have been determined in 
a civil suit previously tried. 


Justice John A. Fogleman 


wrote a concurring opinion but 
said he believed consideration of 
the plea res judicata is prema- 
ture. 


"The question cannot really 


be determined on he record be- 
fore us," he said. 


Justices George Rose Smith, 


Frank Holt and Conley Byrd dis- 
sented. 


Byrd said the majority opinion 


In effect charges the double 
jeopardy clause (of the state 
Constitution) to read that no 
person shall twice be prosecut- 
ed for the same offense. How- 
ever, the Constitution provides 
'no person, for the same offense 
shall twice be put in jeopardy 
of life or liberty.' " 


Holt said that the allegation 


of robbery in the murder charge 
tliat was filed against Turner 
was considered by the jury but 
that he could not conclusively 
determine whether Turner was 
found guilty or iimoceiit on the 
robbery issue in his trial. 


"The allegation of robbery 


very well could have been a vi- 
tal and essential ingredient of 
. . . the jury's consideration," 
Holt said. 


Holt said the plea of res judi- 


cada must apply — and protect 
Turner from trial on the rob- 
bery charge—"regardless of the 
ultimate inconclusiveness" of 
the robbery issue in the murder 
trial. 


Smith's dissent said that the

Federal tests measure from a 
cold start. 


It took one week and two trips 


to Capitol Hill before Mlddleton 
acknowledged that his agency 
had some test results that 
showed a high failure rate. 


On March 5, Rogers asked 


him if there was "a report that 
shows that 53 per cent of those 
devices are not meeting federal 
standards?" 


"I am not aware of such a re- 


port," MHdleton replied. 


Later that day Rogers re* 


phrased the question. Middleton 
said there had been testing of a 
group of cars and "on the aver- 
age cars failed to meet the car- 
bon monoxide standards by 
about 25 per cent, the hydrocar- 
bon by about 15 per cent." 


It wasn't until March 11, that 


Middleton added a little more 
detail and told the subcommit- 
tee that "very often 75 to 80 per 
cent of the cars failed to meet 
the standard ..." 


For some critics the answer is 


to ban the internal combustion 
engine which they describe as a 
dirty, befouler of the air. They 
recommended steam, electric or 
natural gas power, all low pol- 
luters. 


But Detroit engineers say 


none of the alternatives to their 
internal combustion engine has 
its range or versatility. 


Within a few miles of the au- 


tomobile company complexes is 
the government test center at 
Ypsllanti, 
Mich. 
Prototypes 


whip around a track to pile up 
50,000 miles under the watchful 
eyes of Industry mechanics who 
fine 
tune them according to 


manufacturers' specifications. 


It is on their performance that 


certification Is given. Once giv- 
en, no one has authority to re- 
voke certification even if tests 
of production models show they 
don't live up to the performance 
of the prototypes, 


This may soon change. Bills 


before Congress would require 
assembly line testing and au- 
thorize revocation of certifi- 
cates. 


A sampling of production ve- 


hicles would be tested. The gov- 
ernment test is complicated and 
time consuming and It would be 
impossible, the Industry says, to 
test every car as it comes off 
the assetnby line. 
An even greater mystery is 


that car that's been on the road 
for a year or more. How well 
does Its pollution control equip- 
ment work and if it doesn't, 
whose fault is it? 


In their testing of privately 


owned cars, the Californians 
have valuable data on how well 
pollution 
control 
equipment 


holds up. 


During the first year, the av- 


erage slippage In effectiveness 
is about 15 per cent, over 50,000 
miles, the slippage is about 
one-third, the tests showed. 


Puzzling, the California test- 


ing showed 1967 General Motors 
cars were very low in both car- 
bon monoxide emissions and hy- 
drocarbons, but pollution con- 
trol on the 1968 models was not 
as good and the record of the 
1%9's was worse still. In all 
years, however, the average 
emissions still fell within the 
California standard. 


But why the decline in effec- 


tiveness? at General Motovs, 
the questions is greeted with 
head stoking and "we don't 
know. We wish we did."

devices 


were required are fouling the 
air. To fix these, General Mo- 
tors recently submitted a used 
car kit to the state for certifies- 


sioi; took 12,77 acres from a 195- 
acre tract owned by Margaret
